Food of Prehistoric Man. 

Upou examining some skulls dating 
back from the stone age Mr. Charters 
White, M. R. C. S., noted that several 
of the teeth, although quite free from 
caries, were thickly coated with tartar. 
It occurred to him that It would be 
possible by a rough analysis to identify 
any particles of food that might be Im- 
bedded in this natural concrete and so 
reveal the character of the aliment 
partaken of by prehistoric man. Dis- 
solving the tartar in a weak acid, a 
residue was left which, under the ml- 
croscojie, was found to consist of corn- 
hnsk particles, hairs from the outside 
of the husks, spiral vessels from vege- 
tables, particles of starch, the point of 
a fish tooth, a conglomeration of oval 
cells probably of fruit, tbe barblcts of 
down and i>ortlons of wool. 

In addition to this varied list were 
some round red bodies tbe origin of 
which defied detection and many sandy 
particles, some relating to quartz and 
some to flint These mineral fragments 
were very likely attributable to the 
rough stones used in grinding the corn 
and would account for the erosion of 
tbe masticating surfaces, which in 
many cases was strongly marked. This 
inquiry Into tbe food of men who fived 
not less than 4,000 years ago is a mat- 
ter of great archseologlcal Intcrert.— 
Chambers’ JournaL j

Orlgla of tbe Toeemlte Valler. 

It is perfectly obvious to those famil- 
iar with glacial phenomena that Yo- 
scmlte Is quite an ordinary and neces- 
sary product of glacial erosion under 
the conditions prevailing in that local- 
ity. The main glacier came down Te- 
naya canyon, cutting It to a steep bnt 
fairly uniform grade. Yosemite valley 
is but a continuation of that gorge. 
Tbe end of tbe glacier at tbe time that 
it was cutting Yosemite extended not 
far beyond Fort Monroe. It remained 
there for a long time and therefore 
plowed out the bottom of the valley to 
a considerable depth. Branch glaciers j 
joined the Tenaya glacier wben it filled 
Yosemite, coming down tbe valleys of 
Yosemite. Little Yosemite, Illilonette ! 
and Bridal Veil and other creeks and j 
forming hanging valleys at the Jane- ( 
tion points. The formation of tbe ver- 
ticnl cliffs of tbe valley may have been I 
due-to undermining and may have been I 
aided by the cleavage of the rocks. On 
tbe l•e^•^'sKlon of the glacier doubtless 
the boitum of the valley was occupied 
by a lake which has since been partial- 
ly filled by detritus and drained by tbe 
erosion of Merced river cutting tbrougb 
the rock wall at the foot of the valley. 
—National Geographic Magazine.

Barns may be ordinary, bnt they lose 
none of tbsir smart because of tbe eaae 
with which they are acquired. Some 
persons seem to have a i>erfect genius 
for getting burned. If they strike a 
match, It breaks and scorches them, 
while a visit to tbe kitchen ends in a 
barn from tbe oven or a scald from hot 
water or steam. Of course tbe right 
thing to do with a bum is to get it 
away from all contact with the air and 
to do this with aU possible haste. 

The necessary articles for the treat- 
ment sbonld be on hand, and they are 
baking soda— not washing soda, notice 
—fresh fat of some sort and several 
thicknesses of cotton cloth. It is an 
excellent plan to have a bottle of ear- 
ron oil ready for such emergencies. 
Catron oil is made by shaking together 
equal parts of linseed oil and llmewa- 
ter. If tbe skin is broken over tbe 
bum, use the oil witbont the soda. 
Otherwise moisten tbe soda with olive 
oil or sweet oil or even lard or coM 
cream and apply It Over this wtap 
the cloth. Cotton batting is often used 
for covering tbe bum and keeping out 
tbe air, but It is got to be recommend- 
ed. It is not a good plan to nse flour, 
dusting It over a bora, for It frequently 
hardens and is of little comfort 

One of tbe simplest measures foe a 
superficial bum is to apply tbe white of 
an egg wltb a soft piece of old mualla, 
adding more as It dries.
